HOW WE ARE GETTING ALONG. 


[FD URING THE LAST CENTURY—which, by the way, was only a 

few days ago—numerous persons wrote books about the progress of 
civilization, and they tried to show in their varying contentions that with 
all advancement there was an increase of poverty. Some of them wrote 
from the standpoint of labor, some from capital’s; all were more or less in 
error. If these distinguished experts had directed their attention to an- 
other phase of the matter there might have been happier results. Just at 
this time, when new novelists are selling billions of copies of their intended 
stories ages before publication, JUDGE presents to them and to all others 
the gift of a great opportunity. It is to show that with all progress the 
greatest thing has been folly. JUDGE remembers quite well a conversa- 
tion he had less than fifteen years ago with a man on one of the dining- 
cars of the first railroad in the United States. This gentleman had been 
a passenger on Peter Cooper's train, which was. the beginning of real rail- 
roading (and which, by the way, was beaten by a stage-team belonging to 
a line that saw in the coming of such a scheme its own destruction). The : 
gentleman explained that, when on the initial trip they had reached a speed 
of fifteen miles an hour and were looking toward further things, the assem- 
bled guests took out their note-books and wrote personal records that such 
an achievement was possible. He added that they expected to be promptly 
killed, but of course that did not happen. 

The railroad has been the plowshare of American civilization. All 
other things have followed in the furrow which it made. It went through 
many difficulties, but it made history. 

Now in later years we are striking with other difficulties that upturn 
conditions and prejudices. Of these the latest development is the auto- 
mobile. It is here just as much as Peter Cooper's engine was on its track 
seventy years ago. It is a new development in our existence and comfort. 
The only way to do is to recognize it, to accept it, and to turn over to the 
policeman the motorman who charges over the legal fare. 

It is curious how history repeats itself with every new phase of evolu- 
tion and civilization. Men of excellent positions who think themselves 
right are trying to keep automobiles out of parks, off of streets, and to 
place upon them all sorts of fines and hindrances. They belong to the 
same category of Folly which has ever attended Human Progress. Their
